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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is in response to applicant's amendment filed on January 24, 2006. Claims 1- 
49,51-63,71-80 are now pending in the present application. 

2. The Art Unit designation of this application has been changed to Art Unit 2614. Please 
make this change in any future response. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claims 
1,27,51,59 and 61 , as noted therein, the claimed invention requires inter alia a 
telecommunication block for making and breaking connections with a telecommunication 
conductor including a base having a first and second connectors and a first and second 
conductors and a service wire connector whereas the closest prior art Giacoppo and Ruehl only 
teach of a telecommunication block for making and breaking connections and do not teach or 
suggest the terminal block connector connecting the first and second connector, first and second 
conductors, service module and service wire connector as well as the other components in the 
claim being connected in the same manner as specifically claimed in at least the independent 
claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
